Action, the Conſequences are the ſame to the Society and 


our Species; and what a learned Divine has ſaid of the firſt 


is equally applicable to all three, That the Crime in itſelf 
is monſtrous and unnatural, inits Practice filthy, andodious 
to Extremity ; its Guilt is crying, and its Conſequences 


 rhinous : It deſtroys conjugal Aﬀettior, perverts natural la-

FOR Pornication, and even Adultery” itſelf, though 
heinous Sins, we have Frailty and Nature to plead ; but 
S$zLy-PoLLUT1ON is a Sin not only againſt Nature, 
but a Sin that perverts and extinguiſhes Nature; and he 
who is guilty of it is labouring at the DeſtruQion of his 
Kind, and in a Manner, ftrikes at the Creation itſelf. 
That this Sin, and all the Miſchiefs that may attend it, 
are equally ruinous in\cither Sex, in regard to the civil.

THE ſecond, is che Sehreay with which SzL7-Pot-

had Prudence enough in the Midſt of ſtrong Deſires, to 
refuſe advantageous Matches, and yet have abandoned 
themſelves to this Vice, who! at the ſame Time, t 

would rather have died than betrayed a Weakneſs to any 
Man living, as afterwards becoming Penitents they have 


_ confeſſed themſelves, And again, ſome young Men, of 


vicious Inclinations, having either naturally, orfor Want 
of a liberal Education, been ſhamefaced to Exceſs, have 
not dared to look upon a Woman; and their · Baſhſulneſa 
has ſecured them from every Act of Impurity but this.

THE third and laſt Cauſe I ſhall allege is Impunity. 
Though the Laws againſt Fornication and Adultery, are in 
many R. either very remiſs, or ill executed, yet the 
Dread of them keeps the Fearful in Awe. The Puniſh- 
ment for unnatural Impurities committed with others is 
Capital. But the Laws are not the only Things which 
vicious Perſons are afraid of: Some are with- held from Pro- 

ſtitutes by their Covetouſneſs only; others again abſtain 

from Fornication for nothing elſe but the Fear of Diſeaſes, 

or the having of Children. Laſcivious Widows, who un- 
derſtand the-World, have Reaſon to ſcruple ſecond Mar- 

riages, on many Accounts; ſome love their Liberty, others 

their Money, and, if they value their Reputation, they 

will not dare to venture on unlawful Embraces; whereas 

_ _ inSELF-PoLLUTION neither the Cautious, nor the Co- 
vetous, imagine that they have any Thing to fear. 


II is not eaſy to determine, whether it be more mon- 
— ſtrous or unaccountable, that rather than commit a Sin be- 
fore others, who would be their Accomplices, and uphold 

4 them in it, Men ſhould chuſe to be guilty of a greater be- 

fore God, who his avowed to revenge it. To ſay that this 
proceeds from Atheiſm, and Want of Faith, is contrary 
to Experience; for let us take a thouſand People to task, 
that ſhall have all been guilty of this, or any other the 
moſt heinous Crime, and we ſhall hardly find one, but 
what will not only acknowledge a Deity, but likewiſe tell 
us, that he is convinced of his Ub:1quity and Omnifcience, 
his M iſdom, Fuftice, and Omnipotence, and that he is r 
to ſubſcribe to every general Article of Chriſtianity. What 
can be ſaid of this is, that Man contradicts himſelf, and 
acts directly againſt his own Principle. What could be 
more abſurd in human Affairs, than that a Thief, defign- 
| Ing to ſteal a Horſe, ſhould endeavour to ſhun the Eyes of 
all the World but the Owner's, eſpecially if he was fully 
perſuaded, that this Owner could catch him whenever he 
would, and infli what Puniſhment upon him he pleaſed ? 
What ſpiritual Darkneſs muſt ſurround Man, that ſbould 
be ſtark- blind in his greateſt Concerns, and clear · ſighted 
only in Trifles? When a * ſhews Baſhfulneſs, and the 


utmoſt

utmoſt Cowardice to the mot impotent Wretch of his 


Fellow creatures, is it not inconceivable he ſhould behave 
himſelf with gigantic Boldneſs and Impudence to affront 
the Almighty Creator of Heaven and Earth? Yet there 
is one Thing more contradictory itill, which is, that, at 
the ſame Time, he will affect to be thought brave as to 
P rinciple, and a Chriſtian as to, Religion. 


is the general Opinion, that the Shameleſs are the 


worſt of People; yet Shame when ill placed, has often 


wrought worſe Eff. cts than the Reverſe alone has ever been 
able to produce. When a Baſtard Infant is found dead 
and the Mother, lately delivered without Witnels, is not 
able to prove, either that ſhe had made Proviſion for it, 
or, during her Pregnancy, imparted the Secret to another 

| beſides the Father, our Engliſþ Law, without any other 
Evidence, preſumes the Woman to have murdered the 
Child:-From whence it is evident the Legiſlators muſt have 


ſuppoſed, that ſome Women may have Cruelty enough ta 


commit the utmoſt unnatural Murder of all, and, at the 
ſame Time, want Courage to bear Shame, But, is there 


no Remedy againſt this prepoſterous Shame? Is it impoſ- 
fible to imbue Youth with better Notions of it than are 


commonly received, either by Example or Inflrufion? 


WOMEN, for the Generality, are more baſhſul and 
reſerved than Men; and there are Things that a Man of 
the ſtricteſt Morals ſhall not ſcruple to do in Public, which 
would ſhock moſt Women, even after Proſtitution : 
rom hence to imagine, that Women are naturally more 
modeſt than Men is a Miſtake; all the Difference between 


them depends upon Cuſtom and Education ; and I am 
much miſtaken, if this great Power of Faſhions and In- 
ſtruction does not point at a Remedy that would be "wy 


ſerviceable againſt SELF-PoLLUTION, It is a Rule, 
know, among the moſt prudent People, never to men- 


tion any Thing concerning this Vice, to the Youth of 


either Sex, for fear that either the Deſire after Things for- 
| bidden, or elſe Curiolity itſelf, might prompt the Pupils 
to what perhaps they never might have thought on, had it 


not been for the too inſtructive Caution of their Teachers.

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ple that are in Health. By the ReluQancy which all in- 
nocent Perſons feel againſt complying with them, it is eaſily 
to be diſcovered that they are evil, and that the more vio- 
lently they attack us, the more vigorouſly we ought to 
reſiſt them. W hile this Conflict betwixt Luft and Cha- 
Airy laſts, we are Poof againſt many Temptations, and 
our Virtue remains triumphant : But when once we aban- 

don our Guard, and allow thoſe wanton Thoughts the 
Liberty of roving and wandering wherever they pleaſe, 
and looſe Fancy can lead them, we make the firſt Step to 
our undoing ; and our Chaſtity is always in Danger, as 
| ſoon as our Dread and great Apprehenſion of loſing it is 
gone. We ought not to truſt to frail Reaſon, becauſe it 
1s no Match for our Inclinations, which are infinitely 
ſtronger. All carnal Temptations ought to be carefully 
ſhynned, if it be poſſible; but if met with, boldly defied; 
for whoever admits of a Parley with Luſt, will be van- 
quiſhed at laſt, and is already capitulating with the Ene- 
my. Therefore for our Lives ought we to forbear all 
Parley with the Fleſh, obſerving the different Rules the 
Scriptures give, between mortifying thoſe Sins the Devil 
would put us upon, and mortifying thoſe Luſts the Fleſh 
would tempt us to; the former is done by reſiſting: Re- 
Jeff .the Devil, and be will flee from jou.

$ conlidered, whilſt it is ordinarily poſſeſſed by luſtful 
Thoughts and Deſires, the unchaſte Perſon has his Mind 
rarely free from laſcivious and ſhameful Imaginations and 
Fiancies. His Heart is a continual Spring of evil Thoughts, 
bubbling up in it every Moment, fo that there needs only 
the Preſence of an Object to inflame his Defire: Let him 
but ſee or hear any thing belonging to his beloved Sin, and 
his Luſt is preſently kindled by it ; and not only fo, but 
to aga⁊ðt other Times, when none of theſe Objects preſent them- 
T1 ſelves, his Memory ſerves to furniſh him with ſuch for- 
v3 mer Paſſages as had gratiſied his Senfuality ; theſe he recals 
ur to his Mind, and pleaſes himſelf with the Thoughts of 
1 them, inſtead of reſlecting upon them as he oug i 
Sorrow of Heart, and Confuſion of Face. 


WHERE this Sin is become habitual,” there twraf 
a Diſtaſte to Godlineſs and Virtue in general; and whats 
ever Wantonneſs, obſcene Diſcourſes, ſhameful Actions, 
and filthy Repreſentations are to be met with (how cau - 
tiouſly ſoever they may to the World ſeem to be avoided) 
are treaſured up with Care, conſtantly to feed this Flame 
of Impurity : For no ſooner has Uncleanneſs got the Ma- 
ſtery over the Heart, but forthwith it purfues the Man 
every-where, and keeps its Poſſeſſion of him at all Times 
and in all Places.

Spiritual and Phyfical Advice to thoſe

N the foregoing Chapter it has been proved, 
Wy that the Hurt which either Sex may receive 
from SELF-PoLLUTION is corporal as 
well as ſpiritual: But becauſe Everybody, 
ho but once has comitted this Fact, has, 
| in a grievous Manner, offended God, and 
wronged his Soul, and many of ſtrong Conſtitutions may, 
for ſome Time, have been guilty of this Sin, without any 

conſiderable, or at leaft perceptible, Harm to their Bodies, 
yet how to redreſs the ſpiritual Injury received ſhall be our 
_ firſt and chiefeſt Care. There is no Chriſtian who can be 


ignorant, that no Pardon can be obtained for this, as well 


as other Sins, without Repentance in general : But many 
are apt to deceive themſelves concerning the nature of Re- 
pentance, as not well knowing in what it conſiſts; where- 
fore it is requiſite I ſhould ſay ſomething of the Manner 
after which this Duty ought to be performed, as well as 

the Neceflity of it. | 


THE Sift Branch of Repentance, and the firſt Duty 
of the Polluted, is a Sorrow for what they have done; after 
this, it is very neceſſary —— 


rr ——— —— 
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himſelf, to know what Principle it ariſes from; for, if his 
Sorrow only proceeds from any corporal Affliction, which 
this Sin already has brought upon him, or the Fear that it 
may do ſo in Time to come, it is not ſaving, unleſs the 
Sinner makes a further Progreſs, and improves the Al- 
mighty's Chaſtiſements, to beget in him an unfeigned Ab- 
horrence of his paſt Tranſgreſſions: Wherefore, theprin- 
cipal Cauſe of his Grief muſt be the Greatneſs of the Sin 
itſelf, and the woful eſtate. whereunto it brings Men, in 
relation to God and their own Salvation ; for it is certain, 
that no Repentance is acceptable in the Sight of God, 
that does not ariſe from ſuch Meditations as theſe. . 


NEITHER is it ſufficient to be ſomewhat grieved 
and aſhamed ; but this Grief muſt be affecting, ſuch as 
enters deep, and pierces the very Heart, filling it with 

Sadneſs and Remorſe, Deteſtation and Fear; .or--if-it'be 
not ſuch at the beginning, it muſt be ſuch at length: This 
is, above all others, the one infallible Mark of a hearty 
Sorrow, and ſincere Repentance; that the Sinner finds no 
longer any Pleaſure or Satisfaction in the Things he had 
formerly delighted in, but ſeeks to withdraw, and get out 
of the Way of them, and finds more Comfort in his Sad- 
neſs and Tears for them: Sometimes thoſe that have re- 
nounced this and other Sins of Uncleanneſs, have turned 
aſide another Way, and betaken themſelves to Pleaſures of 
another Nature: But fo long as they retain an Affection for 
worldly. Pleaſures and Joys, of whatſoever Kind, this is 
a certain Sign of their not being touched with a true Re- 
pentance. | 


BUT, above all, Care muſt be taken that this Grief 
be laſting; for Mens Sorrow is oftentimes but light at the 
Beginningof their Converſion, as will eafily beapprehend- 
ed, if we Cut call to Mind that there are two Sorts of Sins. 
Some there are for which a Man is apt to have an extreme 
Concern as ſoon as ever he has committed them, and 
they are ſuch as he is not betrayed into by his own In- 
clination, nor can take Delight in. Thus, when one has 
commited Murder, or ſpoke Blaſphemy, he will, perhaps, 
be immediately ftruck with the Horror of his Crime, and 
a ſtinging Remorſe by Reaſon of it. But it is quite 
otherwiſe with thoſe Sins into which Men are drawn by 

| a ᷑,.,ʒ”e uii—n:.;iſfĩ 
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Pleaſure, and which gratify their Inclinations, and eſpe- 
_ cally when they are become habitual. Though take 
up a Reſolution of quitting theſe, they do not at firſt look 
upon them withthe Averſion due to them; they could yet 

leaſe themſelves with them, and it is not without doing. 
Viataes to themſelves, and refiſting their own Inclina- 
tions, they get rid of them : So that their Diſlike of theſe 
| Sorts of Sins is but ſmall at firſt, the Fire of Luft not be- 
ing yet wholly extinct. But the chief Commendation of 
it is, that it is laſting. And this is what they ought to have 
an eſpecial Regard to, the Cauſe of moſt Men's Failings, 
in theſe Attempts, being, that in Time the Senſe of their 
Crime abates, and at laſt wears quite away. | 


THE Repentance of thoſe who are polluted by this 
Sin, or any other Sort of Uncleanneſs, ſhould remain with 
them to their Life's End. 'Theſeare not Sins which a Man 
can forget, and the Memory of them ought to be always 
freſh, that the Penitent may truly ſay with David, My 
Sins are ever before me: Not only the Time that has paſt 
ſince the Commiſſion of it, but even the Amendment of 
Life does not take away the Senſe of ſo great a Fault, but, 
on the contrary, he becomes more and more ſenſible of it. 
Even this Thought, that the Sinner has had the Happineſs 
to obtain the Pardon of his Guilt, will render the Re- 
membrance of it the more bitter, and the greater Progreſs 
he makes in Holineſs, the more abominable will his Wick- 
edneſs appear. The greater Experience he has had af God's 
— Goodneſs, the more he will accuſe and loath himſelf; and 
the more Hope he has of Salvation through God's Good- 
neſs, the more will he be affected with the Danger of be- 


ing excluded from it to which he had expoſed himſelf. 


ANOTHER great Duty that belongs to Repentance 
is Converſion and Amendment: The Guilty muſt forſake 
their Sin, and continue no longer in it. When our Bleſ- 
ſed Saviour pardoned the Woman taken in Adultery, he 
aid to ber Ge, and fin no more. The Crime muſt there- 
fore be totally renounced; and they which do not this, 
but relapſe into it, have not repented of it. Every Act, 
and every Repetition of their Sin, is an Aggravation of 
| both their Guilt and Puniſhment. 
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BUT this is but the Beginning of Converſion; and 
this firſt Step will be to no Pupoſe, if the Offenders ſtop 
| Here: It is not enough to renounce their Crime, without 
renouncing likewiſe all the Approaches to it: All the 
ſeveral Species of Impurity, and all the Defelements of 


pure Thoughts and Deſires, together with ſuch Familiati - 


ties as expoſe t Temptations z all obſcene Diſcourſe; or 


Expreſſions, and the like, which are contrary to Chaſtity, 


muſt be intirely laid afid-. It is true, this Renunciation 
may appear difficult at firſt, and will occaſion no ſmall 


Trouble to thofe that have contracted a vicious Habit of 
giving themſelves up to all Sorts of Paſſions. But People 


muſt couragiouſly reſolve to overcome themſelves, it being 
far better to deny themſelves in thoſe Things, and — 5 
their own Inclination for a Time, than by purſuing them 


to periſh eternally. I is profitable that one of their Mem- 


bers ſhould periſh, and not that their whole Body ſhould be 


coft into Hell. St. Matthew, Chap. xvi. ver. 29. 


THERE are two Reaſons why it is neceflary to re- 
Species of Impurity: Firſt, becauſe hep 


nounee all theſe 
Will be apt to make Men fall again into the Crime; and 
then, becauſe a true Repentance is inconfiſtent with De- 
filement. The Soul is not changed whilſt it is not pure, 
dat preſerves a Kindneſs for thoſe filthy and ſhameful 
Paſſions. In a Word, whereſoever there is any Love 
of Sin, there is no true Reformation. ” 
II ſuffices not barely to fly Impurity, but they like- 
wiſe muſt ſhew forth their 2 2 Lib Mor. 
tification ; and if it be a general Doctrine among Chri- 
fans, not to take Care of the Fleſh, but to mortify the 
Body, and to keep it under, and bring it into Subjection, 
none have more Reaſon for the Obſervance of theſe In- 


ra dyn into Sin. A Love of Pleaſures, and compliance with 
the Fleſh, are no- where more highly blameable than in 
fach as areguilty of Impurity : And it muſt alſo begrant= 
ed, that when any one is touched with a lively Senſe of this

Things; all that js in him is to become new: He would 
take Occaſion from every Thing to ſhew his Repentance,

for that heats the Reins, and cauſes Irritations to Luſt, I 
know it will coſt ſome Violence at firſt to Nature to be 


flung ſuddenly out of a warm Bed upon a cold Floor; 
dut the Difficulty will ſoon vaniſh after five or fix Times 


Practice of it, and the Comfort you will have in your own 
Breaſt by it will much more than.make Amends. The

with Honour uſe that Freedom one with another, as was 
by no Means lawful for them to do while they were ſingle; 
yet there are Reſtraints in that State alſo; Bounds ſet that 
they are notto exceed: And though the married State is

- MARRIAGE, as it is honourable in all Countries, ſo 
it has been held in great Eſteem, from the Beginning of 
the World, among all Sorts and Sets of People: The R. 


mans, and eſpecially the wiſe Emperor Auguſtus, did 


what they could to encourage it; the ſame did the Jets: 
The Lacedemonians, at their Feſtivals, would not admit 


of any ſingle Men; and if thoſe that were unmarried ven- 


tured to comeamongſt them, they were, as ſoon as diſcover- 


ed, ordered to be whipped by the Women as unprofitable 
Members of the Republic; nor were any but married Men 
ſuffered to bear any Office: So that throughout the World, 


2s an Encouragement to Matrimony, the married Men 


were highly preferred, excuſed from going to on. 
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for the firſt Year after Marriage, and in every Thi 
the Advantage of thoſe that lived ſingle. ** 


THE Church of Rome, indeed, injoins Celebacy, and 
will much rather wink at any Uncleanneſs of the Fleſh 
than preach up Marriage, nay ſo far from it, that it de- 
fendeth even Fornication, and will not allow it to be a 
Sin; nay, they ſay it is better than Marriage, and do con- 
ſequently allow of public Stews. But ſad is ſuch a Doc- 
trine, and vile ſuch Practices; they are both deviliſh and 

damnable; wherefore, the more to enforce Marriage, and 
ſhew the Evil of Celibacy, I ſhall, for the better Inftruc- 
7 tion of my Readers, tranſcribe what has been, not long 
ſince, handed out to us upon this Head in a certain pub- 
lick News-Paper, after which I ſhall ſpeak a little more 
of the evil Effects of Uncleanneſs, both before Marriage 
and in Marriage, the better toimpriat wholeſome Noti-

THE Sacred Writ pronounces ns as a Curſe to 
be entailed on ſeveral of the offending Iſraelites upon di- 
vers Occaſions, by Reaſon of their manifold Offences; 
but we do not find that Heaven ever approved or injoined 
Celibacy to any of its Votaries, as a Happineſs, but, on 
the contrary, promiſes, as a Bleſſing to the Righteous, that 

their Women ſhould prove ile the fruitful Olive branches, 
and their Children ſhould multiply like the Sand upon the 
| Sea-fhore; yea, faith the Pſalmiſt (whom we are taught 
to believe was a Man aſter God's own Heart) vappy i Is 
p the Man that hath bis Quiver full of them, 


_ ' then the Increaſe of our Species i in the nuptial State, 
conform to the Will of Heaven, was the expreſs Com- 
mand of God himſelf; if, as the Scripture evinces, the 
contrary was inflited as a Puniſhment, in what Light 
ſhould we look upon every Attempt to defeat the pri- 
mary Law of the Almighty ? And how can we believe 
we act purſuant to the Dictates of Reaſon, 1 b 
Nature, when we ſee ourſelves wilfully to oppoſe the 
firſt and expreſs Principles and Commands thereof, either 
by acting ourſelves contrary thereunto, or leading others 
into the Paths of Error and Confuſion, and lay ing them 
under ſome Reftraint or Injun&ion to forſake the Law 
of Heaven, and comply with our erroneous and *

_ SCHOOLMEN haye made it a Queſtion, whether 
u, when he flew his Brother Abel, did not, in that one 
. deſtroy one (and it may be the better) half of 4 
World ,becauſe they who might have been the Poſterity 
Abel were cut off in him; but if that will bear wie fe 
23 probably it may, the Obje&ion will 1 much the Fro: 
if we turn it to dhe other Sex, becauſe in the Infan 2 
the World, when Providence permitted Polyguny, 
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ſeveral Women were allowed to each Man, the Loſs of 
one of the Women muſt have more affected the Number 
of Mankind in Procreation, than that of a Man could do; 
and, conſequently, the Deſtruction of Poſterity muſt be 
much greater in Proportion. The Murder of Abel, no 
doubt, was a notorious Sin, and the Puniſhment inflicted 
on Cain for his Fratricide was viſibly ſhewn in the Wrath 
the Almighty expreſſed againſt him for it, and the Mark 
he ſet upon him (not for his Protection only, but) to 
ſtigmatize him for the Murder, ſufficieatly denoted his 
Anger and Abborrence of the Fact. 2466 ans 


AND as it is beyond Diſpute that the Increaſe of Po- 
ſterity was, in ſome Meaſure, deſtroyed by the Death of 
Abel, and ſo the FaQ ſomething more than the bare Mur- 
der of one identical Perſon only, becauſe in him one whole 
Branch of the human Species was abſolutely deſtroyed, and 
the Increaſe of Millions of Souls intirely loſt thereby, who- 
ever thereforeſhall endeavour to prevent that natural In- 
creaſe of Poſterity, according to the Means injoined by 
the expreſs Command of Heaven, by hindering or ob- 
ſtructing Mankind from entering into the nuptial State, 
does, as far as in him lies, endeavour to deſtroy his own - 

ies, in Contradiction and Defiance to the abſolute 
mand of. the Almighty ; and either believes himſelf 
wiſer, or more worthy to be obeyed, than that omni- 
potent Power who gave him bis Being. 


THE Caſuiſts tells us, that Sin conſiſts not only in a di- 
rect Tranſgreſſion of the literal Command of God, but in 
the Intentions of him who commits the ſame; and that he 
who deſigus an evil Action (though it may in the Effect 
prove contrary to his Inclinations) is yet guiley,and wor- 
thy of Puniſhment, and muſt anſwer br ſame, and all 
its Conſequences, as if he had actually executed his wick - 
ed Intentions, becauſe Sin conſiſts chiefly in the Will and 
Imagination, and not in the bare Action only; as is evi- 
dentfrom the re Inſtitution, whereby the Almighty 
himſelf diſtinguiſhes betwixt the Homicide or Manſlayer, 
who inadvertently cauſes the Death of any Perſon, and 

him who wilfully murders another ; by appointing the 
farſt, fince the nſequence of Murder attended his un- 
garded or careleſs Actions, to fly to the City of Refuge, 
x " _thercoy 
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thereby ſhewing, that even Inadvertency or Negligence 
is no ſufficient Plea to excuſe the Perpetrators ot any 
Offence, although ever ſo unwittingly committed, bur 
appoints the other, who acts in purſuance of his evil In- 
clinations to certain Deſtruction. 


THE frequent, repeated, and expreſs Commands of 

the Almighty, of going in to, or accepting, the Widow of 
a deceaſed Brother, abſolutely, directed and injoined tor the 
railing up of Poſterity, ſhews that Celibacy was repugnant 
to the Laws of Nature, Reaſon, and Religion; and the 
contrary direQted and injoined by God himſelf, who (if 
we may judgeof his Intentions by his Commands) has not 
given us one Inſtance of his Approbation of a fingle Life, 
neither in a perſect State of Celibacy, or in that of Widow- 
hood, he having as expreſsly commanded the Re-marriages 
of the latter, during a Poſſibility of Procreation, as he in- 
Joined the nuptial State for the Support of Mankind. 


SOME of our Commentators have doubted wherein the 
Sins of Er and Onan chiefly conſiſted; but if we look back 
to the aforegoing Command, we may readily account for 
the ſame, and find their Endeavours or Deſigns of prevent- 
ing Procreation were the Crimes for which they were ſo 
ſeverely puniſhed, and that they loſt their Lives for their 
Preſumption in not complying with the Commandof God, 
their Offences being, in Effect, Murder, by preventing 
that Increaſe, which was an abſolute Command given in 
Adam to all his Poſterity ; and when Tamar complained 
to Judab of the Tranſgreſſion of his Children, his Neg- 
ligence to remedy the fame produced a Reſolution in her, 
which, though Fadab raſhly condemned the Action, yet 
upon a due — of the Cauſe, and his o] Neg- 
lect of enforcing the ſacred Laws of God, be could not 
but acknowledge that her Offence was much leſs than his, 
and that ſhe had done more righteouſly than bimſelf.

UNCLEANNESS comprehendeth under it Adultery, 
 Incefl, Buggery, Beftiality, and all Provocations that Way. 
To ſpeak of all would be over tedious, therefore I ſhall 
only mention a few. Uncleanneſs then, as meant b 
the Apoſtle in Epbeſ. v. ver. 3. is of two Sorts : Firff, 
That which is againſt Nature : Secondly, That which is 
_ agreeable unto Nature. That which is againſt Nature 
appertains to thoſe of a reprobate Mind, and is of two 
Sorts: 1. Beftiality ; 2. Sodomy or Buggery, 


UNCLEANNESS, agreeable to corrupt Nature, is of 

two Sorts: Fir, That which is before Marriage; Se- 
condly, That which is in Marriage. Before Marriage, 
Firft, When Marriage is ſought for, and undertaken for 
wrong Ends. The right Ends are three: 1. A 
Seed: 2. Preventing of Fornication: 3. Mutual 
fort; and therefore when Parties marry, either to ſatisfy 
their own carnal Luſt, or to advance their Eſtate, or to 
enrich themſelves, Uncleanneſs is committed. Secondly, 
When there is an Inequality of Years, as an old Man and 
a young Woman, or a young Man and an old Woman; 
there Imony is unclean, becauſe they cannot give 
due, that is, reciprocal Benevolence the one to the other. 
Thirdly, If there be a Diſparity of Religion, that Match- 
ing is unclean; for it oftentimes cauſes Diſputes, thoſe 
Diſputes Anger, and Anger is finful.

Sickneſs of the Wife, or the long Abſence of a Husbang, 
to which moſt Military, and all Seafaring Men are ſubje, 
may produce the ſame Inconvenĩency, I anſwer, that there 
is a great Difference between Accidents and Misfortunes, 
that may put a Stop to the Commerce between a Man and 
his Wife, and a ſettled Abſtinence as it were entailed on 


the State of Matrimony, and which you imagine all mar- 


' Tied People ought to comply with. Beſides, the Sickneſs 


of a Wifeis a Calamity inflicted by the Hand of God an 
the Husband as well as herſelf, and may ſeryve to put both 


in Mind of their Duty: And thoſe who are expoſed to 
the Sea, or engaged in other perilous Enterprizes, may 


even from thence reap Materials to ſubdue Luft, and other 
diſorderly Paſſions; and in theſe Cafes, to overcome all 


Temptation, they ſhall have the expreſs Word of God to 


aſſiſt them: The Hope of everlaſting Glory may excite 
them to the Obedience of the Divine Commands, as the 
Fear of eternal Puniſhment may deter them from doing 
Evil; for whether the Man or his Wife be ſick or well, 
preſeut or far off, the nuptial Vow, till the Death of either 
ſeparates the Union, cannot be broke, and God's Com- 
mand againſt Adultery is as plain as it is ſtrict, 


BUT what ſhall we ſay to a young Couple, both in 


Health, that live in Peace and Harmony, and have been a 


conſiderable Time ftriving to render themſelves delightful 
and endearing to each other ? How ſhall they practice 


this Forbearance, when every Night, naked, they lie in 


the ſame Bed together, as moſt mean People can make no 
other Shift? This to ſome would be an inſupportable 
Temptation : But what Reaſons, what Inducements, ſhall 


make them undergo this ſevere Abſtinence, or rather ex- 


cruciate 
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cruciate themſelves with this intolerable Penance? What 


Hope have they to excite them to this extraordinary Piece 


of Purity, or what can frighten them from an imaginary 
Sin, againſt which there is no expreſs Command of God:? 


Nay, which Way ſhall they imagine that to be a Tranſ- 


reſton, concerning which the Scriptures are altogether 
— both Old and New Teſtament ? 


Ir is inconſiſtent with the Goodneſs, nay, the Juſtice

I WOULD not have you tell me, that what I fay 
now ſhews the Practice to be againſt Nature; and that

| themſelves are not guilty of. There is a vaſt Difference 
betwixt irrational Creatures and our own Species; we may 
often obſerve the ſame Operations in both from very diffe- 
rent Principles.

But at the Seaſons when their procreative Appetite ſti- 
mulates them to Coition, ſuch a Ferment is ſtirred up with- 
in them, as advertiſes all Males round them, and ſome at a 
great Diſtance, of their Salacity.

THERE is, in the Hiſtory of the Old Teſtament, like- 
wiſe a Circumſtance that ſeems to make againſt you, and 
which I would ſeriouſly have you to conſider.

Abraham then, 
we will ſay, was well acquainted with God's Will as to 
this Particular ; but how comes it that, in this Part of the 
ſacred Hiſtory, there is not the leaſt Shadow of Reaſon to 
make us believe, that Abraham had left off all carnal Com- 
meerce with Sarah when it had ceaſed with her to be aſter 
the Manner of Women, but rather on the contrary? For 
+ had Abrabamdiſcontinued the nuptial Embraces, there is 
no doubt but he would have acquainted Sarah with the 
% Reaſon of it, which alone would have been ſufficient 
Ground for her Disbelief, when the Angel foretold that 
ſhe was to have a Son. She knew that when ſhe was young, 
and her Husþand likewiſe in the Prime of his Age, and 
there was no viſible Impediment why ſhe ſhould have no 
Children, ſhe had all along remained infertile, which made 
her wonder how ſhe ſhould now conceive, when ſhe had 
ſuch manifeſt Tokens of being paſt Child - bearing, and

I write to Chriſtians, and ſuch 
as value their eternal Welfare beyond all other Confi- 
derations. Should a Man pamper his Body, and indulge 
. himſelf in Slothand Idleneſs, when he is complaining of 
- Ailments of Repletion, be would he the Cauſe of his own 
- Diſorder himſelf, If a Man is fincere in his Religion, 

would he not rather abſtain from rich Meats and ſtrong 
Nouriſhment, and, by hard Labour and Faſting, mortify 


His Fleſh, than wilfully offend God tp-obtain, the ſame 


Ends? Not to run counter to ſo many Menofgreat Parts 
and Erudition. I have allowed, that it is poffible that Diſ- 
tempers wy a ſemine diutius retento, but I have 
| Reaſon to ſuſpect, that what is generally aſcribed to that 
| Cauſe is owing to ſomething elſe. The ſame Diſtempers 
that are charged to the retentio ſeminis, are oftener ob- 


ferved in young Widows, and married Women after a_ 


long Abſence from their Husbands, than they are in Men; 
and we are ſo well aſſured from all modern Diſcoveries 
of Anatomy, that Women have no Seed; and it is plain

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that Diſtempers cannot proceed from a Retention of the 
Thing they have not. 


BU let us try another Way, and aſſert, that by the

See, upon this Head, the Collaguium Senile of Fraſmus, who 
will tell you, that thoſe who live very chaſte, in their old 
Age retain their Strengthand Memory, and the Uſe of all 
their Senſes, more eſpecially their Sight, longer, and are 
more free from Wrinkles and Baldneſs, and every Way 
leſs decrepit than others. In Zznxcbs likewiſe, every Par- 


ticle of the balſamic Rlood, that enters into the Spermatic | 


Arteries, is flung back upon the whole Maſs of it, and it 
is certain that they have no Evacuation at all; yet they 
are commonly long-lived,and their Senſes more exquiſite, 
and are, with the ſame Temperance, abundantly leſs ſub- 
ject. to Diſſempers than thoſe who have not loſt their Viri- 
lity, 4nſomuch that, from a Principle of Epicuriſm, Men 
have voluntarily undergone Caſtration to enjoy thoſe Ad- 
yantages. A Stone - horſe, that has been well diſciplined, 
and kept till he is nine or ten Years qld, without ever 
Leaping a Mare, as Thouſands there are in England, after 
that diſcovers hardly any Deſire after the Females of his 
Kind, which otherwiſe he is not eaſily turned from. Here 
is a Retention of the Seed in both Acceptations, and yet 
where the Breed of Feeding and the Uſage are both equal, 
they have rather more Strength and Mettle, and are more 
capable of bearing Fatigues, without being more liable to 
Diſtempers, than Mares or Geldings of the fame Age and 
Size.

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tween Remorſe of Conſcience, and the Temptation of den- 
ſuality; when I ſaw, I fay, ſuch a Man, not entirely loft 
to Goodneſs, nor altogether inſenſible of his Duty, in 
danger of eternal Ruin, was I not obliged to reſcue him 
from a moſt pernicious Error? It isevident from his Ler- 
ter, that the Conſtruftion he puts on the Sin of Onan, and 
all the Arguments he labours for to leſſen the Turpitude 
of SzLr-PoLLUTION,areſo many Shiftsand Evaſtonsts 
quiet and lull aſleep his own Coneſcience, and make him- 
ſelf eaſy under the Continuance of a Practice which he 
could not leave, and had in vain taken Pains to forbear : 
He wanted a preater Security than the Example of the 
Prieft his Acquaintance could furniſh him with ; for he 
only ſays of it, that perhaps it might have added alittle to bi 
having ſuch dark Notions of that Matter. In his Heart he 
thought the Action criminal, but withed that it had bees 
innocent, or at leaſt more indifferent than it appeared to 
him. From what I have quoted, it is plain that he was 


in Obſcurity, and had great Doubts concerning his Con- 


dition; nay, this was the Occaſion of his writing the 
Letter, and he asked my Advice for no other Reaſon than 
to have this Thing cleared up to him. When a Man owned 
himfelf to be in fuch Uncertainty, and was at the ſame

than that, as he afferted this of Onan, without any War-

was not this, conſidering his Circumſtances, a proper and 


very uſeful Remonſtrance to him, that he ought to beware

No 
candid Reader will ever otherwiſe interpret what I have 
ſaid, and it is impoſſible that without Violence, it ſhould 
bear any other Conſtruction ; yet what Work has my 
An iſt made with it, ſor two or three Pages together, 
as if 1 had broached the greateſt Hereſy, or uttered the 

prophaneſt Sentence in the World l Pray behold the vaſt 
. ſor the Reputation of Adam, and all the Patri- 
archs and Prepbets, it has thrown this wiſe Man in: Ha- 
ving quoted the Paſſage I mentioned, and which was in 
the former Editions, and is in Page 141 of the foregoing 
. x8th Edition of the Onania, hedeſcants on it in this man- 
ner. I fay I have no ſuch Ground to ſuſpeReither Adam's 
Guilt, or the Patriarchs and Prophets Guilt herein; for if 
Adam, the Patriarchs, Apoſtles, and all Chriſtians ever 
ſince, had been guilty hereof as Onan, why was God's 
Juſtice only to fall upon Onan, and not upon all or ſome 
of them, as well as upon him?“ Thus he goes on a great 
way in the ſame Strain. How ſuitablethis Animadverſion 
is to that Paſſage of mine, I muſtleave to the Reader and 
all Lovers of pertinent Remarks.

that he was guilty of it more than once. It ſigniſies no- 
thing to tell me that the Text ſays, ben he went in unto 
bis Brother's Wife, and not as ſoon as be went in unto ber, 
or, at firſt going in unto ber, or, upon their firft Embraces. 
Can l not anſwer to this; that the Text likewiſe does not 
ſay, whenever be went in unto ber, or, as often as he em- 
| braced ber; and that when, in its ſimpleſt Application,

I thought 
that, among other Things, the Genital Liquid well de- 
| ſerved to be more narrowly inquired into. And the exa- 
mining into the Nature, the conſtitutive Parts, the Veſ- 
ſels, Receptacles, and Secretion of it, has brought to my 
Mind ſome Things concerning its Motion ; not that whi 
is e and excited in Coitu, or by another filthy 
Titillation; nor yet itsown private or inteſtine Motion, 
which, that it muſt have, we are pretty ſure of, from the 
ſpirituous and ſulphurous Particles it abounds with; but 
the Motion I mean, is a progreffive one, from its recep- 
tacles back again into the Maſs of Blood: And ſeveral 
Things have induced me that ſhall believe and aſſert, that 
tere really is ſuch a Motion, fo long till the contrary 
ſhall plainly and evidently be demonſtrated to me. To 
get ſome Light into this Matter, I peruſed Abundance of 
Authors, both Antientand Moder, Philological as well 
as Anatomical, but to little or no Purpoſe, for I have been 
able to find little or nothing in any of them, concerning 
this progreſſive or circulatory Motion, except in Hippo- 
crates, in his Book de Genitura. The Words from which

Kol ſiach juſt hints at it, and, at the ſame Time, denies the 


Circulation of the Seed, as will appear from his Words: 
The oftentatious Name, ſays he, of Circulation gives no 
reſt io the Curious. TheSeed ſeems not tocirculate either 
within or out of the Teſticles. The Vigour which the Tefli- 
cles add to the Bady, ought net to be aſcribed totheirBulk, 
but to their Power. Yet [will not deny, but that ſome Se- 
minal Atoms may be mixed with theBlood from the Remain- 
der of what ſerves fer the Nutrition of the Teſticles, and 
which is received back in the Veini. That theſe Words

6 THESE are the Words and Arguments of that Au- 

thor, to which I ſhall add my own Reafons, to confirm 
this Opinion. The firſt and weightieſt, is the Smallneſs 
of the Seminal Bags, and the continual and daily Afflux 
into them. That they are ſmall we are convinced of by 
our Eyes; for they are not three Inches in Length, and 
hardly one Inch in Breadth and Thickneſs, tho' on one 


Side they are commonly ſomewhat bigger than they are 


on the other. Now, let any one well conſider the ſmall- 
neſs of theſe Veſſels, and the daily Influx of Seed into

This Motion of the Seed is moreover proved from 
the rank ſmell and Taſte of ſome Brute Beaſts, and the 
I- Fleſh of them, as alſo the ſtated Periods on which their 
Deſire of Copulation returns. What becomes of all the 
Seed? Where is it hid when thoſe Animals do not couple 
with their Females ? To ſay then that no Secretion of 
Seed is made, is ſpeaking againſt all Reaſon and Experience. 
There are the Organs ſet apart for that Secretion, which, 
according to the Laws of Nature, are ever employed in 
their Office. There is the Matter, viz. the Arterial 
Blood, from which the Seed is ſeperated. Experience 
teaches us likewiſe the Preſence of the Seed in Animals at 
all Times. Difſe& an Animal when you pleaſe, the Seed 
Bags will ever appear turgid with recent Seed. I believe 
moreover, that if the Seed did not circulate in the Body, 
it would be utterly impoſſible for unmarried Men to ab-

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believe God to be the Author of Sin, which is Blaſphe- 
my. What is to be ſaid of the Chaſtity of the Patri- 
archs, and other holy Men? Was there in them not like- 
wiſe a Circulation of the Seed? Very probably there 
was. In their Bodies was a perpetual Circulation of the

what is Nil more to be admired; ſeveral hard Sudan
